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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : — 

It  is  with  unfeigned  pleasure,  though  mixed  with  some  un- 
easiness about  my  many  shortcomings,  that  I  meet  you  to-night 
to  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship  as  your  President.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  you  will  overlook  any  imperfections  in  this 
the  Eleventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Association,  which  I  now 
present  for  your  approval. 

On  assuming  office,  a  decade  of  years  had  rolled  along  siuce 
the  establishment  of  the  Library.  These  ten  years  closed  its 
career  under  the  old  Constitution  and  By-Laws  passed  under 
the  then  existing  Act  of  Incorporation.  It  seems  to  me,  there- 
fore, not  unfit  to  review  that  career,  which  I  shall  attempt  to 
do  in  a  few  words. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  official  year  of  the  Association,  I 
find  the  receipts  from  all  sources  to  have  amounted  to  $10,- 
358.50;  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  numbered  fif- 
teen hundred  ;  there  were  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  mem- 
bers contributing  to  its  support,  and  three  thousand  three 
hundred  and  seventy-one  volumes  were  taken  out  by  them 
during  the  year.  Let  me  compare  this  with  the  state  of  affairs 
at  the  end  of  ten  years,  and  I  find  that,  in  round  numbers,  the 
receipts  have  increased  fifty  per  cent.,  the  number  of  volumes 
in  the  Library  one  thousand  per  cent.,  the  list  of  members,  de- 


ducting  delinquent  shareholders,  four  hundred  per  cent.,  and 
the  number  of  volumes  drawn  from  the  Library  one  thousand 
per  cent.  The  latter  item,  particularly,  shows  a  healthy  state 
of  the  Association,  as  books,  without  being  used,  are  not  cal- 
culated to  effect  much  good.  If  I  compare  this  increase  with 
the  growth  of  our  ever-growing  city,  I  cannot  hesitate  a  mo- 
ment to  assert  that  the  Association  has  far  outstripped  our  me- 
tropolis, which  is  very  complimentary  to  the  enterprise  of  its 
members.  Let  us  hope  that  with  the  increased  facilities  ob- 
tained under  the  new  Act  of  Incorporation,  the  Library  may 
continue  and  even  surpass  its  past  career  of  usefulness,  supply- 
ing the  wants  of  our  steadily  increasing  population. 

I  shall  now  lay  before  you,  under  their  appropriate  heads,  a 
statement  of  what  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  done  during  the 
past  year,  and  make  a  few  comments  on  this,  as  well  as  on 
what  they  have  omitted  to  do,  to  which  I  would  respectfully 
call  the  attention  of  the  incoming  Board. 

In  reviewing  the  different  subjects  that  claim  our  attention, 
I  have  departed  from  the  usual  order,  and  select,  as  of  first 
importance, 

BOOKS. 

I  commence  with  these  as  claiming  most  of  our  attention, 
as  I  believe  the  very  existence  of  the  Association  depends  on  a 
judicious  selection  of  new  works  issued  from  the  press.  Our 
well  covered  shelves  attest  the  assiduity  of  the  committee 
having  the  purchase  of  books  in  charge.  We  have  not  been 
obliged  to  order  any  books  from  abroad  or  the  Atlantic  cities, 
as  our  city  possesses  now  every  facility  for  obtaining  on  as 
good  terms  all  that  is  wanted  for  the  Library,  thereby  at  the 
same  time  patronizing  and  fostering  home  enterprise.  Upon 
entering  on  our  official  duties,  we  found  that  this  plan  had  been 


adopted  by  the  previous  Board,  and,  as  it  had  worked  well,  we 
saw  no  reason  to  change  the  mode  of  replenishing  the  Library. 
Several  of  our  stationers  now  import  by  every  steamer  all  the 
new  works  issued  from  the  press  of  the  country. 

From  the  Librarian's  report,  you  will  observe  that,  during 
the  past  year,  fifteen  hundred  and  fourteen  volumes  have  been 
added  to  the  Library.  Very  few  of  great  note  have  been  pur- 
chased, as  only  a  limited  number  have  been  published  during 
the  year. 

Donations  of  books  have  fallen  off  the  year  past,  probably 
for  the  reason  that  members  think  the  Library  strong  enough 
to  purchase  all  it  wants. 

The  number  of  books  drawn  from  the  Library  during  the 
year  show  an  increase  over  last  year  of  four  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  which  is  a  large  one  on  the  two  pre- 
vious years. 

A  number  of  duplicate  and  worn-out  volumes,  as  well  as 
some  old  magazines,  have  been  donated  by  the  Board  to  our 
public  hospitals,  prisons,  etc.,  where  they  are  calculated  to 
supply  an  important  want  without  any  detriment  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  periodicals  and  foreign  newspapers  are  now  furnished 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Sullivan,  under  contract  with  the  Library. 

FINANCES.  r 

Several  of  my  respected  predecessors,  I  find  upon  examina- 
tion, report  a  cash  balance  on  hand  on  entering  upon  office, 
which  was  absorbed,  however,  by  unpaid  bills,  left  over  by  the 
outgoing  administration.  To  spare  this  unpleasant  duty  to  my 
successor,  all  outstanding  bills  against  the  Association  con- 
tracted by  us  have  been  paid,  and  we  leave  a  cash  balance  on 
hand  of  $3,589.13. 
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The  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  gratifying  increase  in  the 
revenue  of  the  Library  over  that  of  last  year,  principally  de- 
rived from  quarterly  dues  of  new  members,  while  the  expenses 
have  increased  immaterially. 

As  it  is  evident  that  the  monthly  receipts  will  suffice  to  pay 
the  current  expenses  and  leave  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of 
the  necessary  books  for  some  time  to  come,  I  beg  respectfully 
to  recommend,  that  the  greater  portion  of  what  is  now  in  the 
treasury,  say  $3,000,  be  appropriated  for  a  building  fund.  The 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  or  a  committee  formed  for  that 
special  purpose,  might  be  instructed  to  loan  or  invest  this  sum 
securely  until  it  is  wanted  for  the  purpose  of  buying  a  lot  for 
the  future  erection  of  a  Library  building.  The  importance  of 
forming  a  nucleus  for  a  fund  of  that  kind  will  be  obvious  to  you.

I  should  mention  here  that  the  usual  mode  of  making  new 
members  at  the  polls  for  election  purposes  was  not  resorted  to 
at  the  last  election,  and  can  congratulate  you,  therefore,  that 
the  increase  of  members  exhibited  is  a  healthy  and  permanent 
one. 

We  have  to  deplore  the  loss  of  ex-President  J.  W.  White, 
Esq.,  from  our  list  of  honorary  members  during  the  year. 
Providence  removed  him  from  oar  midst  in  the  prime  of  life 
and  usefulness.  The  Association,  upon  his  decease,  passed 
complimentary  resolutions,  and  a  number  of  the  members  paid 
the  last  respects  to  his  remains  by  attending  his  funeral  in  a  body. 

ROOMS. 

The  lease  under  which  we  occupy  these  rooms  has  yet  two 
years  to  run,  at  the  expiration  of  which  time  I  hope  the  Asso- 
ciation will  have  made  provision  for  a  building  of  its  own. 

Some  complaint  having  been  lodged  with  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  rooms  that  the  gas  lights  were  insufficient,  a  num- 
ber of  new  burners  were  placed  in  some  of  them.  The  gas 
fixtures  were  thoroughly  overhauled,  defective  pipes  relaid, 
original  defects  remedied,  and  all  complaint  from  that  source

has  now  ceased.  The  rooms  have  also  been  thoroughly  reno- 
vated, the  walls  whitened,  the  furniture  cleaned  and  re-var- 
nished, and  are  now  in  perfect  order.  Other  repairs  have 
mainly  been  made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  premises, 
and  an  abundant  supply  bf  water  furnished  in  the  rear  of  the 
building.  This  has  been  done  under  a  provision  of  our  lease, 
which  has  only  been  enforced  within  the  last  month,  thereby 
greatly  improving  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  members. 

LECTURES. 

The  Lecture  Committee  during  the  past  year  has  been  un- 
able to  secure  a  course  of  lectures  for  the  Association. 

It  was  feared  that  to  invite  gentlemen  living  amongst  us, 
who,  though  of  unquestioned  talent,  had  been  drawn  upon  so 
frequently,  would  only  be  regarded  as  a  means  of  improving 
the  finances  of  the  Library,  as,  in  many  cases,  such  lectures 
had  not  heretofore  met  the  support  nor  secured  the  attendance 
of  the  members.  For  this  reason,  the  plan  of  a  series  from 
resident  lecturers  was  rejected  by  the  Board. 

The  Lecture  Committee  opened  then  a  correspondence  with 
some  prominent  lecturers  in  the  Atlantic  cities,  but,  in  every 
case,  the  invitation  was  unsuccessful. 

I  must  confess  I  do  not  altogether  absolve  the  committee 
from  blame  for  their  want  of  success.  I  notice  in  an  annual 
report  of  one  of  my  predecessors,  the  lamented  J.  W.  White, 
Esq.,  some  remarks  on  this  subject,  which  I  respectfully  re- 
commend for  perusal  to  the  Lecture  Committee  of  the  incom- 
ing Board. 

DONATIONS. 

For  these,  the  Association  is  indebted  to  the  folio  wing- 
gentlemen  :

To  Messrs.  James  Anthony  &  Co.,  and  Dr.  A.  S.  Taylor,  for 
manuscript  and  printed  copy  of  Taylor's  Bibliography  of  Cali- 
fornia, in  folio,  and  bound  in  gilt  turkey  morocco. 

To  our  Representatives  in  Congress  for  valuable  public 
documents. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  U.  S.  Government  for  a  do- 
nation of  all  the  public  documents  printed  during  the  last  year. 

INSURANCE. 

The  constantly  increasing  value  of  the  Library  has  caused  us 
to  procure  additional  insurance,  and  the  property  is  now  insured 
as  follows:  Hartford,  San  Francisco,  Liverpool  and  London, 
Home,  Merchants,  Relief,  Manhattan,  and  iEtna  for  $5,000 
each,  making  a  total  of  $40,000 ;  which  amount,  in  case  of  ac- 
cident, would  hardly  replace  the  property  belonging  to  the 
Association,  which  is  the  object  sought  in  insuring. 

OFFICERS. 

Edward  F.  Hall,  jr.,  Esq.,  one  of  our  Directors,  was  called 
away  on  business  from  the  city  for  several  months,  for  which 
reason  he  sent  in  his  resignation.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by 
electing  H.  D.  Oliphant,  Esq.,  in  his  stead. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Moore,  Librarian,  and  D.  E.  Webb,  Assistant  Li- 
brarian, continuing  to  discharge  their  respective  duties  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  were  consequently  retained  in 
their  official  positions. 

J.  J.  Tayker  continues  to  act  as  Collector ;  and,  on  the 
resignation  of  C.  H.  Canfield,  the  Janitor,  the  Board  elected 
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John  A.  Haugh  for  that  position,  who  continues  to  act  in  that 
capacity  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board.  The  duties  of  the 
latter  office  have  become  so  arduous,  that  the  Board  has  seen 
fit  to  increase  his  salary  to  $100  a  month. 

All  the  employees  have  discharged  their  duties  with  a  de- 
gree of  fidelity  and  industry  worthy  of  all  commendation. 

LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

The  principal  obstacle  to  securing  a  building  for  the  Li- 
brary owned  by  the  corporation  has  been  removed  by  the  re- 
incorporation of  the  Association.  The  act  of  the  Legislature 
forfeiting  unpaid  shares  has  done  away  with  any  danger  that 
defunct  stockholders,  who  have  not  paid  dues  for  years,  should 
ever  claim  any  interest  in  a  building  which  the  Association 
might  erect  for  its  own  use.  Hence  it  depends  entirely  upon 
your  own  exertions,  gentlemen,  to  erect  a  building  worthy  of 
the  Mercantile  Library  of  the  Metropolis  of  the  Pacific.  The 
carrying  out  of  this  measure  has  been  the  wish  and  recom- 
mendation of  every  presiding  officer  of  your  Association. 

I  have  already  stated  in  my  remarks  on  the  finances  of  the 
Association,  how  the  ball  may  be  set  rolling. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  also  passed  a  resolution  appro- 
priating all  funds  derived  from  life  memberships  for  the  crea- 
tion of  a  building  fund.  But  this  has  no  binding  effect  on  our 
successors  in  office,  unless  it  is  seconded  by  you,  or  made  a 
constitutional  provision,  which  I  would  earnestly  recommend. 

If  this  measure  is  once  started,  I  consider  the  progress 
comparatively  easy.  A  number  of  gentlemen,  now  subscrib- 
ing members,  will  at  once  become  life  members,  if  they  can 
be  assured  that  the  funds  derived  therefrom  will  be  kept 
sacred  for  a  building  fund ;   and  no  doubt  a  number  of  sub- 
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scriptions  for  that  purpose  may  be  procured  from  our  principal 
business  houses,  when  they  see  that  the  Association  is  in  ear- 
nest with  this  enterprise. 

It  remains  therefore  with  you,  gentlemen,  to  act  in  this 
matter,  and  build  a  monument  to  your  enterprise  as  enduring, 
I  hope,  as  the  city  we  live  in. 

PRINTING    AND    ADVERTISING. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  kept  an  advertisement  in  the 
principal  papers  of  this  city,  and  in  the  Sacramento  Union, 
setting  forth  the  advantages  of  the  Library,  terms  of  member- 
ship, etc.,  which  has  exerted  a  very  beneficial  effect,  by  pro- 
curing a  number  of  new  members.  I  would  recommend  that 
this  plan  should  be  continued  during  the  next  year.  I  would 
also  suggest  that  the  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws  adopted 
by  the  Association  be  printed  for  distribution  to  its  members. 

CONSTITUTION    AND    AMENDMENTS. 

Instead  of  having  to  report  any  amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution, it  is  with  feelings  of  pride  and  satisfaction  that  I  point 
to  the  re-incorporation  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association, 
under  a  new  law  passed  by  our  last  Legislature  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  vexed  question  as  to  the 
respective  interests  of  shareholders  and  members  has  presented 
itself  to  successive  Boards,  and  there  seemed  to  be  no  hope 
under  then  existing  laws  that  this  difficulty  would  ever  be 
disposed  of.     Hence  our  action  in  this  matter. 

These  difficulties  have  now  all  been  removed  by  the  new 
bill  passed,  for  which  the  Association  is  mainly  indebted  to  the 
exertions  of  W.  M.  Pierson,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Incorporation,  who  framed  most  of  the  provisions  of  the 
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bill.     For  this  service,  without  any  remuneration,  the  thanks 
of  the  Association  are  due  to  him. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  point  out  some  of  the  prominent 
features  of  the  new  act  under  which  we  are  now  incorporated. 

First.  It  places  shareholders  and  subscribing  members  on 
the  same  footing,  as  far  as  their  rights  to  the  Library  are  con- 
cerned. Before  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  whole  property  of 
the  Association  was  legally  vested  in  the  shareholders,  (some 
of  whom  had  not  paid  any  dues  for  years,)  and  subject  to  their 
disposal  at  any  time ;  while  the  subscribing  members,  twice  as 
numerous,  had  no  voice  in  the  matter. 

As  the  property  of  the  Association  was  acquired  by  contri- 
butions from  both,  it  was  therefore  only  just,  as  well  as  essen- 
tial to  safety  against  danger  of  future  litigation,  that  Jjoth 
should  be  equally  interested.  This  object  has  been  attained 
by  the  new  act,  which  vests  the  entire  property  of  the  Associ- 
ation in  Trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  members,  instead 
of  some  six  hundred  shareholders.  The  shares  of  stock  were 
floating  valueless  through  the  community.  But  in  order  to 
avoid  any  State-constitutional  objections  to  this  measure,  it 
was  provided  that  all  shareholders  should  be  allowed  to  protest 
against  it  within  a  stated  time,  if  they  should  deem  it  neces- 
sary. Only  two  such  protests  were  filed,  and  they  have  been 
compromised.  Any  shareholder  wishing  to  become  a  life 
member,  is  made  so  on  payment  of  $75,  while  others  have  to 
pay  $100  ;  making  the  shares  not  entirely  valueless. 

Second.  It  exempts  all  the  property  of  the  Association, 
present  as  well  as  future,  from  taxation,  on  the  condition  of 
the  proper  affidavit  being  made  by  the  President. 

Third.  Under  its  provisions  the  Board  of  Trustees  are 
empowered  to  prohibit  voting  by  proxy;  an  evil  which  has 
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frequently  been  sought  to  be  restrained,  but,  until  this  act, 
without  success. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  all  the  three  provisions  mentioned 
above  are  incorporated  in  our  new  Constitution,  which  through- 
out confers  greater  powers  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  than  the 
Board  of  Directors  possessed  under  the  old  Constitution,  and 
which  are  really  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  Library.  One 
of  these,  for  instance,  is  the  power  to  sell  and  dispose  of 
worthless  and  duplicate  books  encumbering  our  shelves  and 
crowding  out  more  valuable  and  useful  works.  An  applica- 
tion was  made  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  by  the  resident 
physician  of  one  of  our  hospitals,  for  worn-out  and  worthless 
books  and  magazines  for  the  use  of  the  patients ;  which  re- 
quest had  to  be  refused,  as  the  old  Constitution  did  not 
empower  the  Board  to  donate,  dispose  of,  or  sell,  any  of  the 
property  of  the  Library. 

The  attainments  of  these  objects  had  been  for  years  the 
solicitude  of  the  Association,  but,  up  to  the  time  we  entered 
into  office,  no  feasible  plan  had  been  proposed.  I  think,  there- 
fore, I  shall  not  lay  myself  open  to  the  charge  of  claiming  too 
much  for  the  Board  going  out  of  office,  when  I  aver  that  the 
past  year  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  eventful  in  the 
history  of  the  Library.

Before  resigning  the  charge  entrusted  to  my  care,  I  beg  to 
impress  upon  you  again  the  importance  of  not  flagging  in  in- 
terest in  the  enterprise  you  have  undertaken.  The  future  of 
your  Association  is  a  glorious  one ;  it  is  the  only  institution  of 
note  in  this  city,  open  to  all,  that  furnishes  mental  food  for  its 
inhabitants,  which  will  count  hundreds  of  thousands  during 
the  next  decade  of  years. 

The  youth  of  our  city  resort  to  your  Library  in  search  of 
that  information  and  mental  culture  which  will  fit  them  to  be- 
come men.  Let  this  important  trust  be  discharged  as  becomes 
a  body  of  men  of  your  intelligence,  and  all  is  well.  We  have 
done  well  so  far,  let  us  do  better  even  in  the  future. 

In  closing,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  zeal  for  the 
Association  manifested  by  my  associates  in  office.  I  feel  under 
many  obligations  to  them  for  the  forbearance  shown  me  as  their 
presiding  officer,  and  have  no  doubt  they  will  all  second  me 
when  I  state  that  any  faults  committed  by  us  during  our  ad- 
ministration have  been  those  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart.

To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  report 
of  the  statistics  and  operations  of  the  Library  and  Reading 
Rooms  from  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Report  (January  28th, 
1863),  to  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  from  the  Library  during  the 
year  was  35,702,  which  were  classified  as  follows,  viz.  : 

Romance 25,580  vols.  BelLes-Lettres 1 ,763  vols. 

Biography 2,079     "  Poetry 676     " 

Travels 1,971     "  Religion 346    " 

History 1,534    "  Bound  Periodicals 119    " 

Science 1,383     "  Miscellaneous 560     " 

Making  an  increase  of  4,328  above  the  number  loaned  during 
the  preceding  year. 

There  were  1,514  volumes  added  to  the  Library  during  the 
year,  which  added  to  16,106  (the  number  reported  last  year), 
would  make  the  number  to  report  at  present  in  the  Library 
17,620  ;  but,  as  this  sum  is  arrived  at  by  counting  our  enu- 
meration of  classes,  from  which  those  lost,  sold,  or  worn  out, 
were  not  deducted,  I  should  therefore  estimate  the  total  num- 
ber in  the  Library,  and  fit  for  use,  at  about  one  thousand  less, 
or  16,620. 
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In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Association  has  been  presented 
with  many  valuable  books,  Works  of  Art,  etc.,  etc.,  by  the 
following  gentlemen,  associations,  etc. :

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PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile 

Library  Association  of  San  Francisco  : — 

In  compliance  with  the  Constitution,  I  beg  to  submit  to  you 
the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Association, 
and  its  progress  during  the  past  year. 

At  your  annual  election  in  January,  1864,  Horace  Davis, 
Esq.,  was  elected  President  of  the  Association. 

Early  in  his  administration  he  left  us  for  the  Eastern  States, 
upon  leave  of  absence,  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  as  it 
was  then  supposed  for  a  short  time  only. 

Circumstances  prolonged  his  stay  beyond  his  expectation, 
he  forwarded  his  resignation  to  the  Board,  which,  after  consid- 
erable time,  was  with  great  reluctance  accepted. 

His  duties,  by  virtue  of  constitutional  provision,  devolved 
upon  your  humble  servant,  and,  as  every  act  since  those  duties 
were  assumed  has  been  performed  with  a  strict  and  conscien- 
tious regard  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Association, 
I  will  not  apologize  for  faults  or  errors  of  my  own. 

My  first  duty  is  to  accord  to  the  retiring  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  credit  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  Association  for  the  past  year. 

They  have  all  been  watchful  over  your  interests,  untiring  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  anxiously  seeking  to  in- 
crease your  facilities  in  every  department. 


The  improvements  in  the  Library  and  Reading-  Room  give 
proof  of  the  fidelity  with  which  the  Committee  on  Library  and 
Rooms  have  performed  their  duty.  Other  improvements  have 
been  under  consideration,  but  the  limited  space  now  occupied 
by  the  Association  has  prevented  their  consummation.

From  G.#H.  Howard,  Esq. — Masterpieces  of  Industrial  Art, 
at  the  Great  Exhibition  in  London,  1862.  Three  volumes  folio, 
splendidly  bound  in  emblematical  gilt  Turkey  morocco. 

I  have  been  advised  of  several  other  valuable  presents,  in- 
tended for  the  Association,  which  have  not  yet  reached  us.

29.     Subject:  "Public  Opinion." 


Financially,  the  course  was  a  benefit  to  the  Association,  net- 
ting to  the  treasury  the  sum  of  $428.60. 

The  thanks  of  the  Association  are  particularly  due  to  Mr. 
Barnes,  as  his  lecture  was  gratuitously  given,  and  deserved  a 
better  attendance  than  greeted  him.

AMENDMENT  TO  THE   CONSTITUTION. 

I  desire  to  bring  to  your  notice  and  consideration  for  amend- 
ment, Article  VI,  Section  1st  of  the  Constitution. 

The  article  and  section  provides  for  the  election  of  stated 
officers  and  nine  Trustees,  annually. 

If  the  article  can  be  so  amended  as  to  increase  or  decrease 

m 

the  number,  making  it  an  even  number  of  Trustees  to  be  elect- 
ed, and  one  half  elected  annually,  it  will  leave  the  other  half 
familiar  with  their  duties.  Matters  of  interest  and  importance 
to  the  Association  would  not  be  so  easily  lost  sight  of,  as  might 
be  if  an  entire  new  Board  should  be  annually  elected.

In  conclusion,  let  me  congratulate  you  on  the  improved  state 
of  your  finances,  the  present  proud  position  and  the  brilliant 
future  of  the  Association. 

Let  me  urge  upon  you  individually  the  necessity  of  constant 
exertion  to  increase  our  membership.  Let  it  be  the  determina- 
tion of  each  of  us  to  induce  during  the  year  at  Least  one  friend 

to  become  a  member,  to  enjoy  the  privileges  and  advantages 
we  offer. 

Do  not  quiet  down  to  an  every-day  routine,  after  the  excite- 
ment of  an  election  day  ;  for  we  can,  without  much  effort,  see 
the  enviable  position  our  Association  would  attain,  sin  mid  we 
all  show  a  moderate  degree  of  interest  throughout  the  year. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  there  shall  be  stated  general 
meetings  of  the  Association.  I  regret  -to  say,  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  the  constitutional  quorum  of  ten  members, 
that  a  meeting  of  the  Association  can  be  organized.  This 
should  not  be.  We  should  meet  at  least  every  quarter,  ex- 
change ideas,  propose  improvements,  become  better  acquainted, 
enjoy  more  friendly  intercourse  with  each  other,  and  not  be,  as 
we  are  now  to  a  great  extent,  strangers.

To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  report 
of  the  statistics  and  operations  of  the  Library  and  Beading 
Rooms,  from  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Report,  (January  25th, 
1864,)  to  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  from  the  Libran  during  the 
year  was  40,136,  which  were  classified  as  follows,  viz. : 

Romance, 28,178  vols.  Belles-Lettres. 2,232  vols. 

Biography 2.387    "  Poetry, 944    " 

Travels, 2,088    "  Religion. 417    " 

History, 1,736     "  Bound  Periodicals 154    " 

Science, 1.419     -  Miscellaneous. 581    " 

Which  is  an  increase  of  4,434  volumes  above  the  number  re- 
ported as  loaned  during  the  preceding  year.

CONSTITUTION 


FOR  THE    GOVERNMENT   OF   THE  ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE  J. 

NAME     AND     OBJECT. 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Mer- 
cantile Library  Association  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  shall  have  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a 
Library  and  Reading  Room  ;  the  collection  of  a  Cabinet,  Sci- 
entific Apparatus,  Works  of  Art,  and  other  literary  and  scientific 
purposes. 

ARTICLE   II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  As- 
sociation by  signing  the  Constitution,  paying  an  initiation  fee 
of  two  dollars,  and  regular  dues  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per 
quarter,  in  advance.  His  membership  shall  continue  as  long  as 
his  dues  are  regularly  paid. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  dues  of  any  member  remain  unpaid  for  the 
term  of  three  months,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  before  the  Association,  nor  at  the  election  of  officers, 
nor  take  any  books  from  the  Library  ;  and  if  for  six  months,  his 
privileges  and  rights  of  membership  shall  be  forfeited,  unless 
notice  be  previously  given  to  the  Librarian  of  intended  absence, 
in  which  case  no  dues  shall  be  required  during  said  absence. 

Sec.  3.  Persons  may  be  elected  honorary  members  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  regular  membership,  excepting  the  right  to  vote 
and  hold  office. 
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Sec.  4.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  on  paying 
to  the  Association  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  shall 
constitute  him  a  regular  member,  with  full  privileges,  and  with- 
out liability  for  any  stated  dues. 

ARTICLE   III. 

ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  when 
otherwise  ordered,  and  be  made  by  such  of  the  members  as 
shall  attend  for  that  purpose  in  person.  Bach  life  and  Bub- 
scribing  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  the  per- 
son or  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  voles  shall' be 
declared  elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  take 
place  annually,  on  the  third  Monday  in  January,  and  shall  be 
held  under  the  superintendence  of  three  judges,  selected  from 
the  members  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  and 
at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  such  election,  in  at 
least  two  of  the  city  papers.  The  polls  shall  be  open  from  '.) 
A.  M.  to  5  P.  M.,  and  from  6  P.  M.  to  8  P.  M.  The  ballot  box 
shall  be  sealed  from  5  to  6  o'clock.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Judges  of  Election  to  sort,  count,  and  record  the  votes  given  in, 
and  to  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  time 
being,  within  two  days  after  said  election  has  taken  place,  spec- 
ifying in  their  report  the  whole  number  of  ballots  given  in,  the 
name  of  each  person  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  for 
each.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  for 
the  time  being,  to  enter  such  returns,  or  an  abstract  of  them,  in 
the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  to  meet 
together  within  two  days  after  every  such  election,  and  examine 
and  compare  all  the  said  returns,  and  thereupon  to  make  out  a 
certificate  of  the  result  of  such  election,  to  be  signed  by  the 
President  and  Recording  Secretary  ;  and  such  certificates  and 
returns  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  in  all  respects. 

Sec.  3.  In  case,  from  any  cause,  the  election  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  should  not  take  place  upon  the  day  fixed  by  the  Con- 
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stitution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board,  for  the  time  being, 
to  give  notice  for  an  election  to  take  place  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be,  from  the  date  upon  which  the  election  should  have  been 
held  ;  and  in  such  case,  the  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  in 
office  until  such  election  has  been  held  and  successors  appointed. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  enter  upon  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties  within  one  week  after  the  election  of  offi- 
cers shall  have  been  held  and  the  result  officially  announced. 

Sec.  5.  Librarians  and  subordinate  officers  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  thereof. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

COMPENSATION. 

Section  1.  No  pecuniary  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Librarians,  subordinate  officers  and  clerks  shall  be 
allowed  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Trustees,  from  time 
to  time,  may  determine  upon. 

ARTICLE  V. 

VACANCIES. 

Section  1.  In  case  any  vacancies  occur  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  same. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Association  held  March  20th,  1865,  the  first 
section  of  Article  6th  was  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

"Article  VI,  Section  ].— The  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  a  President,  Vice  President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  exercised  by  a  Board  of  fourteen  Trustees,  to  be  elected 
annually.  All  the  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  chosen  from 
the  Trustees.  At  each  annual  election,  the  members  voting  shall 
indicate,  on  their  ballots,  the  several  trustees  who  shall  hold  the 
respective  offices. 
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Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Association, 
whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  4.  The  President,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office,  or  oftener,  if  requested  thereto  by  the  Association,  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  the  general  doings  of  the  Association, 
and  suggest  such  means  as  may  seem  to  him  best  calculated  to 
promote  its  prosperity. 

Sec.  5.  The  Vice  President  shall  preside  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  office  of  President,  in  the  absence  or  disquali- 
fication of  that  officer. 

Sec.  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  organ  of 
the  Association,  in  its  conference  with  other  societies  and  the 
public.  He  shall  make  a  record  of  all  letters  written  by  him  in 
a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  7.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  affix  his  name  to  all 
the  advertisements  and  notices  emanating  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  from  the  Association.  He  shall  attend  all  meetings, 
and,  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  shall 
call  the  same  to  order,  and  shall  truly,  and  at  large,  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  together  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Association,  in  books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  8.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  the  funds  of  the  Asso- 
ciation (except  the  property  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees),  subject  to  the  order  of  the  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  pay  no  bill  unless  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 
He  shall  make  a  monthly  report,  exhibiting,  in  detail,  his  re- 
ceipts and  payments,  and  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  ;  and  if 
invested,  how.  And  for  the  better  security  of  the  trust  con- 
fided to  him,  he  shall  give  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  with  two  sureties,  which  the 
Trustees  shall  have  power  to  increase  as  they  deem  proper.  He 
shall  k§ep  a  regular  account  of  the  financial  concerns  of  the 
Association  ;  an  abstract  of  which,  accompanied  by  satisfactory 
vouchers,  he  shall  exhibit  at  each  annual  meeting.  On  resign- 
ing, or  being  suspended  from  office,  he  shall  hand  over  to  his 
successor  all  books,  vouchers,  and  other  papers  of  the  Associa- 
tion, in  his  possession. 
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Sec.  9.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  vested  with  full 
powers  to  appropriate  funds,  enact  by-laws,  and  conduct  the 
affairs  of  the  Association  ;  provided,  hoivever,  that  no  appropria- 
tion of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  for  any  one  object  shall 
be  made,  without  the  assent  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  10.  A  permanent  removal  from  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco disqualifies  an  officer  from  exercising  his  office,  and  is 
equivalent  to  a  tender  of  resignation  on  his  part. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  third  Thursday  in  January,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Board  of  Trustees, 
exhibiting  the  state  of  the  library,  finances  and  property,  and 
for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may  be  presented. 

Sec.  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  at  least  ten  mem- 
bers must  be  present  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  every  month,  at  such  hour  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  may  appoint. 

Sec.  4.  The  President,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, or  at  the  written  request  of  twent}r-five  members,  stating 
the  reasons  therefor,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  for 
the  transaction  of  special  business,  giving  one  day's  notice 
thereof. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

FINANCES. 

Section  1.  The  funds  arising  from  assessments,  contribu- 
tions, lectures,  sales  of  surplus  and  worthless  books  and  other 
property,  and  other  sources  not  herein  named,  except  from  life 
memberships,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books,  pay- 
ment of  current  expenses,  and  otherwise,  as  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees shall,  from  time  to  time,  direct.  All  funds  arising  from  life 
memberships  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  a  Building  Fund, 
which  shall  be  invested  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
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on  Ways  and  Means,  until  the  Association  shall  decide  upon 
purchasing  a  lot  and  erecting  a  building  thereon. 

Sec.  2.  All  orders,  drafts,  and  other  documents  affecting 
the  funds  of  the  Association,  must  be  authorized  by  a  majority 
of  the  Trustees,  and  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

NEGLECT   OF    OFFICIAL    DUTY. 

Section  1.  In  case  of  flagrant  official  misconduct,  or  neglect 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  the  Trustees 
shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  their  number,  to 
expel  the  offending  member ;  from  which  action,  however,  an 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association, 
which  shall  ratify  or  annul  the  proceedings  of  the  Trustees,  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  warrant. 

ARTICLE   X. 

EXPULSION  of  members. 

Section  1.  If  any  member  shall  wantonly  create  a  disturb- 
ance at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  or  devise  or  take  part 
in  any  measure  designedly  to  injure  the  Association,  or  shall 
purposely  deface  the  books,  building,  rooms,  or  the  appurten- 
ances thereof,  on  written  complaint  of  five  members  a  meeting 
shall  be  held,  and  the  matter  referred  to  a  committee  of  three 
members,  who  shall  investigate  the  charges  and  report  at  a 
future  meeting  of  the  Association  ;  when,  if  the  charges  be 
made  apparent,  he  shall  be  reproved  or  deprived  of  member- 
ship— always  allowing  the  accused  ample  opportunity  to  excuse 
or  extenuate  his  character  and  conduct. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

ALTERATIONS  and  amendments. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended 
unless  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a 
stated  meeting — notice  of  which  shall  be  given  in  writing  one 
month  previously. 
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BY-LAWS, 


FOR  THE   GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUS- 
TEES AND  LIBRARIANS. 


ARTICLE    I. 

BOARD    OF   TRUSTEES. 

Section  1.  Stated  semi-monthly  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association,  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing  (unless  otherwise  ordered),  at  half-past  seven  o'clock. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  may  call  special  meetings  at  any 
time  ;  and  any  three  members,  if  they  desire,  may  also  have  a 
special  meeting  convened  through  the  President.  Seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  3.  On  taking  the  Chair,  the  President  shall  call  the 
Board  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  shall  call  over  the  list  of  mem- 
bers, noting  the  absentees,  when  he  shall  read  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting. 

ARTICLE   II. 

COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  At  the  first  meeting  after  the  election  of  the 
Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  President  shall  ap- 
point the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board.  They  shall  be  as 
follows,  and  consist  of  three  members  each  : 

First.        Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  ; 

Second.     Committee  on  Library  and  Rooms  ; 

Third.     Committee  on  Books  and  Donations  ; 

Fourth.     Committee  on  Accounts  ; 

Fifth.        Committee  on  Lectures. 
Each  of  which  Committees  shall  report  quarterly. 

Sec.  2.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
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Means  to  examine,  from  time  to  time,  into  the  finances  of  the 
Board  ;  to  see  that  all  dues  are  paid  ;  to  devise  ways  by  which 
the  means  of  the  Association  may  be  increased  ;  to  take  into 
consideration  any  reports  or  propositions  relating  to  the  Treas- 
ury, and  generally  to  have  a  supervision  over  the  financial  de- 
partment of  the  Association.  The  Treasurer's  books  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  this  Committee,  to  the  President  of  the 
Board,  and  also  to  anv  of  the  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Li- 
brary and  Rooms,  to  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  Libra- 
rian and  his  assistants,  the  Library  and  Rooms,  and  everything 
pertaining  thereto,  and  to  report  to  the  Board  from  time  to 
time. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Books 
and  Donations  to  examine  and  report  on  suitable  books  for  the 
Library  ;  to  acquire  by  purchase  ;  to  solicit  and  accept  dona- 
tions of  books,  and  other  articles  applicable  to  the  Library  and 
Reading  Room  ;  and  to  recommend,  from  time  to  time  (when  the 
finances  will  warrant),  the  purchase  of  new  works,  and  the  sale 
of  duplicate  and  worthless  ones,  and  to  take  into  consideration 
such  matters  as  shall  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
to  examine  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  to  certify  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  same,  and  see  that  the  money  is  actually  where 
it  purports  to  be. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Lectures 
to  correspond  with  and  procure  suitable  persons  to  deliver  lec- 
tures or  addresses  before  the  Association,  and  the  public  ;  pro- 
vided, however :  That  this  Committee  shall  invite  no  one  to  lec- 
ture who  shall  not  previously  have  been  approved  of  by  the 
Board. 

Sec.  7.  All  special  committees  not  provided  for  by  the 
Constitution,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE     III. 

THE    LIBRARIAN. 

Section  1.     The  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
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of  Trustees  ;  and,  for  the  moneys,  books  and  other  property 
temporarily  committed  to  his  charge,  he  shall  file  with  the  Presi- 
dent a  legal  bond,  with  one  or  more  securities,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which 
bond  shall  be  increased  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  endeavor,  in  all  suitable  ways,  to  increase 
the  number  of  subscribers  and  donations,  and  collect  their  sub- 
scriptions ;  and,  for  all  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  belonging 
to  the  Association,  he  shall  account  to  the  Treasurer  on  the  first 
Monday  in  each  month,  throughout  the  year,  or  oftener  if  re- 
quired, taking  duplicate  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  same  ; 
one  of  which  receipts  shall  be  filed  with  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  monthly. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  Librarian  and  his 
Assistants  to  be  courteous,  kind,  accommodating  and  gentle- 
manly to  any  one  who  enters  the  Library  and  Rooms,  and  while 
firmness  is  strictly  enjoined  on  them  to  carry  out  all  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Association,  they  must  be  careful  to  avoid  all  per- 
sonal or  official  difficulty  with  any  one  who  enters  the  Library 
and  Rooms,  or  in  endeavoring  to  collect  the  subscriptions  or 
dues  of  the  members. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  be  punctual  in  opening  and  shutting  the 
Library  and  Rooms  at  the  hours  named  in  the  Rules,  and  within 
these  hours  they  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  attendance,  unless  one 
be  excused  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Library  and 
Rooms. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

DEEDS   AND   PAPERS. 

Section  1.  All  deeds,  leases,  bonds,  contracts,  and  other 
valuable  papers,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  President 
of  the  Association  ;  which,  in  the  event  of  his  resignation  or 
death,  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice  President,  who,  on 
the  new  President  coming  into  office,  shall  deposit  them  with 
him.

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ARTICLE    Y. 

ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  All  elections  or  appointments,  made  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  shall  be  W  ballot. 

ARTICLE     VI. 

amendments. 

Section  1.  These  By-Laws  shall  be  amended,  altered  or 
suspended,  only  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
notice  thereof  having  been  proposed  in  writing  at  a  previous 
stated  meeting,  and  shall  only  be  enacted  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elect  voting  for  them. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER,

FOR  THE   REGULATION   OF  PROCEEDINGS   IN  THE 
ASSOCIATION  AND  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Section  1.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  de- 
corum ;  he  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  in  preference  to  mem- 
bers ;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal,  as 
is  usual. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  ad- 
dress the  President,  and  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question 
under  discussion. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  is  made,  it  shall  be 
handed,  if  in  writing,  to  the  Secretary,  and  by  him  re-read  be- 
fore it  is  debated  ;  and  every  resolution  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  the  Chairman  order  it,  or  a  member  desire  it. 

Sec.  4.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted 
under  color  of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or 
resolution  under  debate  ;  any  member,  however,  may  call  for  a 
division  of  the  question  when  the  sense  admits  of  it. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  or  pro- 
position shall  be  received,  but  to  adjourn  ;  to  lie  on  the  table  ; 
for  the  previous  question  ;  to  postpone  indefinitely  ;  to  postpone 
to  a  given  day  ;  to  commit  ;  to  amend  ; — which  several  motions 
shall  take  precedence  in  the  same  order  as  here  arranged. 
Motions  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  mem- 
ber is  speaking,  and  shall  be  put  without  debate. 

Sec.  6.  If  at  any  meeting  a  member  doubts  the  decision  of 
a  vote,  he  may  call  for  a  division,  and  the  members  voting  on 
each  side  shall  then  be  counted  by  tellers  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  President,  and  the  result  declared  by  him. 
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Sec.  7.  No  member  who  did  not  vote  with  the  majority  on 
any  question,  shall  move  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote. 

Sec.  8.     Voting  by  proxy  shall  not  be  allowed. 

Sec.  9.  A  motion  for  amendment,  until  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude farther  amendment  of  the  main  question. 

Sec.  10.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  meeting. 

Sec.  11.  All  questions  shall  be  propounded  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved  ;  and.  in  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum 
and  the  longest  time  shall  be  put  first  ;  reconsideration  of 
questions  can  only  la1  had  at  a  first  subsequent  meeting. 

Sec.  12.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  on  the  min- 
utes at  the  call  of  any  two  members. 

Sec.  13.  The  meeting  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  at  any  time,  when  propositions  made  shall  not  be 
entered  on  the  journal  without  they  are  carried  in  committee  ; 
and  when  in  committee,  the  President  shall  leave  the  Chair, 
and  appoint  a  Chairman. 

Sec.  14.  If,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  questions 
should  arise  which  are  not  treated  upon  above,  they  shall  be  de- 
cided by  an  appeal  to  "  Jefferson's  Manual." 
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REGULATIONS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 


Section  1.  The  Library  shall  be  open  every  day  through- 
out the  year,  from  9  o'clock  A.M.,  to  10  o'clock  P.M.,  excepting 
Sundays  and  legal  holidays  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  2.  The  Librarian  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  Cata- 
logue of  all  the  Books,  Magazines,  Maps,  Charts  and  Works  of 
Art  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  arrange  them  in  proper 
order  ;  he  shall  make  a  record  of  all  books  and  other  donations 
presented  to  the  Association,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, with  the  names  of  the  donors,  and  make  suitable 
acknowledgments  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  register  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  Room,  the  name  of  each 
member  of  this  Association  ;  and  shall  in  no  case  deliver  a  book 
to  anv  member  until  the  name  of  such  member  shall  have  been 
so  registered. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  enter  into  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
the  title  of  every  volume  delivered  by  him  ;  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  delivered  ;  the  time  of  taking  and  returning 
the  same  ;  together  with  the  forfeitures  arising  from  every 
default. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  collect  all  dues  and  forfeitures  incurred  by 
the  members  and  account  for  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  as 
herein  before  provided. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  monthly 
report,  stating  the  amount  of  moneys  received  and  expended  by 
him,  report  the  names  of  such  members  as  may  refuse  to  pay 
their  dues  and  forfeitures,  or  lose  or  damage  any  book  belong- 
ing to  the  Library  ;  the  names  of  all  delinquents,  with  the 
amount  of  dues  remaining  unpaid  ;  and  recommend  the  adoption 
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of  such  measures  as  he  may  judge  necessary  for  the  greater 
efficiency  and  usefulness  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  suffer  no  person,  excepting  members  of 
the  Board,  to  remove  a  book  from  its  place  in  the  Library  with- 
out his  permission. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  replace  the  books  in  proper  order  upon 
the  shelves,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  they  are  returned,  having 
first  examined  them  with  care,  and  ascertained  whether  they 
have  been  injured  or  defaced. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  see  that  the  Books.  Library  and  Reading 
Room  are  kept  in  good  order  :  he  shall  duly  observe  the  instruc- 
tions which  may  be  given  him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
take  care  that  the  regulations  relative  to  the  loaning  of  books 
be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  ascertain,  during  the  months  of  January, 
April,  July  and  October,  by  examination  of  the  account  of  each 
member,  the  book  or  books  not  then  returned  to  the  Library  : 
and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  procured  of  the  member  in  de- 
fault. 

Sec  11.  He  shall  deliver  to  any  member  applying  person- 
ally, or  to  any  member  of  his  family,  when  hnovm  to  the  Libra- 
rian, or  to  his  written  order,  one  volume,  it'  it  be  a  folio  or 
quarto  :  and  two,  if  an  octavo  or  duodecimo,  or  volume  of  less 
size. 

Sec.  12.  Every  member  may  detain  each  book  or  set  de- 
livered as  aforesaid,  if  it  be  a  folio  or  quarto,  lour  weeks  ;  an 
octavo,  three  weeks  ;  or  a  book  or  a  set  of  less  size,  two  weeks  ; 
except  new  publications,  which,  until  they  shall  have  been  in 
the  Library  six  months,  shall  not  be  detained — an  octavo  longer 
than  two  weeks,  and  books  of  less  size  one  week,  and  which 
shall  not  be  renewed.  No  book  shall  be  reserved  by  the  Libra- 
rian for  any  Trustee  or  member. 

Sec  13.  Any  member  who  shall  detain  a  book  or  set  longer 
than  the  time  above  limited,  respectively,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  Librarian,  for  every  day  a  volume  is  so  detained,  if  it  be 
a  folio,  twenty  cents  ;  a  quarto,  fifteen  cents  ;  an  octavo,  ten 
cents  :  if  it  be  a  duodecimo,  or  smaller  volume  or  pamphlet, 
five  cents. 
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'  Sec.  14.  If  any  member  lose  or  injure  a  book,  he  shall  make 
the  same  good  to  the  Librarian  ;  and  if  the  book  lost  or  injured 
be  one  of  a  set,  he  shall  pay  to  the  Librarian,  for  the  use  of  the 
Association,  the  full  value  of  said  set,  and  may  thereupon  re- 
ceive the  remaining  volumes  as  his  property. 

Sec.  15.  No  member  shall  be  permited  to  receive  a  book 
from  the  Library  until  he  shall  have  paid  all  sums  due  from  him 
to  the  Association,  and  made  good  all  damages  and  losses  which 
he  may  have  occasioned. 

Sec.  16.  Books  of  Reference,  and  such  others  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  specially  designated  by  the  Board,  shall  not  be 
taken  from  the  Library  except  by  special  permission  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  provided,  however,  that  News- 
papers, Encyclopaedias,  Cyclopaedias,  Dictionaries  and  Atlases, 
shall  in  no  case  be  taken  from  the  Library  Rooms.

REGULATIONS  OF  READING  AND  CHESS  ROOMS. 


Section  1.  The  Reading  and  Chess  Rooms  shall  be  opened 
every  day  throughout  the  year,  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  11 
o'clock,  P.  M. 

Sec.  2.  Loud  conversation  and  smoking  shall  not  be  allowed, 
except  in  the  room  set  apart  for  those  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  shall  assume  the  liberty  of  arranging 
the  books  of  the  Library,  or  periodicals  on  the  tables,  or  of  per- 
forming any  of  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  the  Librarian. 

Sec.  4.  None  but  members  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege 
of  the  Rooms,  unless  introduced  b}r  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  may  have  the  privilege  of  introducing 
a  friend,  not  a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  shall  be  regis- 
tered by  the  Librarian  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  who 
shall  receive  a  ticket  of  admission  to  the  Rooms  for  the  term  of 
four  weeks. 
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Sec.  6.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  the 
Rooms  unless  all  dues  and  forfeitures  incurred  are  liquidated. 

Sec.  7.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  remove  papers  from 
the  files,  or  books,  plates  or  periodicals  from  the  Rooms. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  who  shall  mutilate  the  periodicals  or 
papers  placed  on  the  files  or  tables  in  the  Rooms,  or  remove 
them  therefrom,  shall  be  expelled. 

Sec.  9.  Should  a  member  transgress  any  article  in  these 
Regulations,  he  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
may  take  such  measures  thereon  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  10.  The  Regulations  of  the  Library  and  Rooms  shall 
not  be  altered,  amended  or  suspended,  unless  by  the  votes  of  six 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  present  at  a  stated  meeting, 
notice  being  given  for  that  purpose.

Another  year  of  the  life  history  of  our  Association  has 
passed  with  all  its  changes.  To  some  it  has  been  a  year  of 
joy  and  gladness,  to  others,  of  sorrow  and  disappointment. 

The  Nation  has  been  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  its  chosen 
head,  as  well  as  to  rejoice  over  its  own  renewed  life.  War, 
desolation  and  treason  have  been  swept  from  the  face  of  our 
beloved  land,  and  we  stand  as  a  people,  free  before  God  and 
the  world. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  at  this  time  the  Thirteenth 
Annual  Report  to  the  members  of  the  Association.  We  have 
been  highly  favored  during  the  year  ;  success  has  attended 
us  in  every  department,  the  different  Committees  of  your  Board 
of  Trustees  have  been  faithful  in  the  performance  of  the  du- 
ties assigned  them. 

While  all  have  done  well,  the  Committees  on  Library  and 
Rooms  and  Books  deserve  special  mention,  as  their  duties  are 
incessant,  and  have  been  accomplished  at  great  sacrifice  of 
time  and  labor  to  the  gentlemen  composing  those  Committees.

showing  an  increase  over  previous  year,  of  334  vols. 

While  the  demand  for  light  reading  has  been  amply  sup- 
plied by  the  Committee  on  Books,  more  than  the  usual  num- 


ber  of  useful  and  scientific  works  have  been  purchased.  I 
would  notice  the  following  :  Scientific  American,  12  vols., 
1850  to  1864,  inclusive  ;  Fronde's  England,  8  vols.  ;  Knight's 
England,  8  vols.  ;  Martin's  Histoire  de  France,  It  vols.  ;  Au- 
tographic Album,  3  vols. ;  Punch,  20  vols. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  loaned  during  the  year,  was 
41,131,  under  following  classification  : 

Romance,  29,112  ;  Science,  1,449  ;  Biography,  2,444  ; 
Travels,  2,219  ;  History,  1,111  ;  Belle  Lettres,  2,015  ;  Poe- 
try, 931  ;  Religion,  351  ;  Bound  Periodicals,  242  ;  Miscellany, 
591  ;  total,  41,131 — showing  an  increase  of  1,601  vols. loaned 
over  the  former  year. 

Our  Periodical  Department  has  been  kept  up  to  the  re- 
quired standard.  We  have  suffered  in  that  Department  by 
theft ;  some  person  or  persons,  (I  am  unwilling  to  believe  they 
are  members  of  the  Association,)  have  been  for  some  time 
past,  stealing  our  Foreign  Periodicals.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
authorized  a  reward  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  detection  of 
the  thief  or  thieves.  They  are  still  at  large  and  the  nuisance 
unabated. 

The  Reading  Room  has  been  fully  supplied  with  daily  and 
weekly  papers  of  the  city  and  country.  The  thanks  of  the  As- 
sociation are  due  to  the  Press  of  the  State,  as  our  files  are 
gratuitously  supplied. 

In  connection  with  this  Department,  I  feel  it  necessary  to 
say,  that  it  is  in  conflict  with  the  regulations  of  the  Associa- 
tion, for  visitors  or  members  to  mutilate  in  any  way  our  files. 
Recently,  they  have  suffered  very  severely  by  being  cut  and 
torn  ;  the  practice  must  be  stopped.  I  hope  individual  mem- 
bers will  assist  the  Librarian  in  the  detection  of  those  persons 
who  steal  and  mutilate  the  property  of  the  Association. 

DONATIONS. 
We  are  as  usual,  indebted  to  many  friends  at-home  and 
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abroad  for  valuable  Donations,  which  are  duly  acknwledged 
in  the  Report  of  the  Librarian. 

LECTURES. 

It  was  deemed  inexpedient  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  at- 
tempt the  getting  up  of  a  course  of  lectures. 

We  have  amongst  us,  gentlemen  willing,  and  as  well  quali- 
fied to  give  a  course,  as  can  be  found  in  any  other  community  ; 
but  the  lack  of  interest  taken  by  our  members  is  so  apparent, 
and  the  labor  to  Lecturers  and  Board  of  Trustees  so  great, 
that  that  Department  has  been  left  without  action. 

INSURANCE. 

The  property  of  the  Association  is  under  policies  of  insur- 
ance for  forty  thousand  dollars,  ($40,000)    in  the   mi 
ponsible  companies. 

ROOMS. 

The  lease  of  the  Rooms  occupied  by  the  Association  will  ex- 
pire on  1st  February  proximo.  A  new  lease  has  been  taken 
at  an  advanced  rental,  to  commence  on  the  expiration  of  the 
present  lease. 

The  terms  of  the  new  contract  are  :  the  premises  occupied 
at  present,  for  one  year,  with  the  privilege  of  a  renewal  for 
one  year  at  the  monthly  rent  of  ($325)  three  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars  in  advance  ;  the  price  paid  under  the  pres- 
ent lease,  is  ($200)  two  hundred  dollars  per  month. 

With  our  present  prospects,  there  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  not  have  a  building  of  our  own  by  the  time  the  new 
lease  will  have  expired. 

AMENDMENTS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  the  16th  inst.,  I 
was  requested  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Association  to  the 
necessity  of  amending  the  constitution  relative  to  the  admis- 
sion of  members  and  their  privileges. 
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We  should  seek  to  sustain  the  standard  of  our  membership, 
and  not  allow  the  initiation  fee  and  monthly  dues,  to  be  the 
only  requisites. 

I  would  suggest  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  to  mem- 
bership, unless  introduced  and  vouched  for  by  a  member  of 
the  Association  ;  and,  that  no  member  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  any  election  for  Trustees,  unless  his  certificate  of  member- 
ship dates  at  least  (30)  thirty  days  previous  to  said  election. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  Annual  Election  shall 
be  held  on  the  third  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  to  receive  reports  &c,  &c, 
on  the  third  Thursday  in  January. 

The  time  between  Monday  and  Thursday  is  too  short  to  give 
the  Officers  of  the  Association  proper  opportunity  to  close  up 
the  business  of  the  year,  and  prepare  their  reports. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  fourth  Monday  in  January,  instead 
of  the  third  Thursday,  be  the  time  fixed  for  the   Annual 


Meeting.

This  important  and  for  many  years  "'  pel  objecl  "  of  the  ' 
sociation,  for  which  so  many  plans  have  been  devised,  bo  much 
talking  has  been  done,  has,  during  the  past  year  received  a 

vital  impetus,  which  shall  redound  to  the  credit  of  the  "  sleep- 
ers "  of  1865. 

On  the  10th  October,  the  following  resolution  offered  by 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  was  adopted  : 

Resolved, — That  the  Trustees  form  themselves  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  to  obtain  life  memberships  and  donations 
with  a  view  of  purchasing  a  lot  and  erecting  a  building  thereon 
for  the  use  of  the  Association. 

Books  for  subscriptions  were  immediately  prepared  with  the 
following  heading  : 

"  We,  the  subscribers,  hereto  agree  to  take  Life  Member- 
ships at  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars  each  in  gold  coin  in  the 
Mercantile  Library  Association,  provided  the  sum  of  $20,000 
is  raised  by  life  memberships  and  donations  toward  a  building 
fund  on  or  before  February  1st,  1866." 
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It  is  with  no  small  degree  of  pleasure  that  I  announce  to 
you  the  success  of  our  efforts,  and  place  in  the  hands  of  the  in- 
coming Board,  a  Subscription  List,  showing  :

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  report 
of  the  operations  and  statistics  of  the  Library  and  Reading 
Rooms,  from  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Li- 
brarian, Jan.  18th,  1865,  to  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  volumes  loaned  from  the  Library  during  the 
year  was  41,737,  which  were  classified  as  follows,  viz  : 

Romance 29,712  Belles-Letters 2,015 

Biography 2,444  Poetry 937 

Travels 2,279  Religion 357 

Science 1,449  Bound  Periodicals..  204

Which  is  an  increase  of  1,601  volumes  above  the  number  re- 
ported as  loaned  during  the  preceding  year.

To  the  Members  of  the 

Mercantile  Library  Association: 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  chosen  at  the  annual  election 
held  on  Monday,  January  15th,  1866,  and  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you 
the  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  general  doings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  some  suggestions  as  to  the  means  best  calculated  to  pro- 
mote its  prosperity. 

This  report  is  at  once  our  farewell  and  our  inaugural.  By  your 
favor,  all  the  Trustees  who  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  Association 
during  the  past  year,  and  who  were  willing  again  to  act  as  such,  have 
been  re-elected,  without  opposition  or  dissent  manifested  at  the  polls  ; 
and  now  commence  the  duties  and  pleasant  responsibilities  of 
another  year.  For  the  Board,  and  for  myself,  I  sincerely  thank  you 
for  the  good  will  thus  expressed;  and  assure  you  that  your  generous 
confidence  shall  be  one  of  our  chief  incentives  to  bring  the  impor- 
tant labors  of  the  coming  year  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

MEMBERS. 

The  last  annual  statement  submitted  by  our  lamented  President, 
(lerrit  W.  Bell,  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  office,  reported  as  fol- 
lows :

This  apparent  falling  off  in  the  number  of  subscribing  members  is 
clue  to  the  fact  that  just  before  the  election  of  the  year  iS6n.  persons 
became  members  simply  for  the  purpose  of  voting  for  candidal 
and  had  no  permanent  interest  in  the  Association,  or  <  don  of 

continuing   in    it.      The   only  advantage    derived   from    sin  h    nu-m 
berships  was  the  payment  into  th<  sury  of  a  considerable  sum 

of  money  ;  and  this  advantage  was,  in  the  judgment  of  all  who  par 
ticipated  in  that  election,  of  little  benefit,  and  was,  in  fact,  more  than 
counterbalanced  by  the  mischiefs  arising  from  such  a  system  of  con- 
ducting our  elections.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  it  was  recom- 
mended to  amend  the  Constitution,  so  that  no  member  should  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  for  Trustees  unless  his  certificate  of 
membership  was  dated  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  such  election. 
This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  Association  at  a  meeting 
held  on  the  sixth  day  of  December,  1866  ;  and  Article  III,  Sec.  1, 
of  the  Constitution  was  then  amended,  so  as  to  give  effect  to  your 
determination  on  this  subject.

showing  an  increase  of  12,652  volumes  over  the  number  loaned  the 
preceding  year.  This  marked  advance  in  the  use  of  the  Library  by 
the  members  demonstrates  the  growing  appreciation  of  its  treasures. 
The  volumes  acquired  by  purchase  during  the  year  have  been  well 
and  carefully  selected  by  the  Committee  on  Books,  and  among  them 
are  many  standard  and  valuable  publications  ;  yet  there  always  has 
been,  and  is  now,  a  great  want  of  books  of  a  scientific  character. 
Our  Library  should  be  the  source  and  means  of  acquiring  or  verify- 
ing the  facts  and  principles  of  natural  science  and  philosophy.  The 
mining  engineer,  or  student,  should  be  enabled  to  find  here  a  com- 
plete library  of  Geology,  especially  of  that  branch  of  the  science 
with  which  the  great  source  of  our  wealth  is  so  intimately  connected. 
The  mechanic,  the  architect,  the  ship-builder,  the  artist,  and  profes- 
sional man,  should  have  the  advantage  of  using  here  the  standard 
books  of  reference  on  subjects  connected  with  his  calling.  Of  course 
the  popular  department  must  be  filled  and  keep  pace  with  the  pop- 
ular passion  for  light  reading ;  but  I  would  suggest  that  in  the  future 
our  Book  Committees  should  make  it  a  point  to  add  each  year  to  the 
Library  more  works  of  a  scientific  and  technical  character  than  here- 
tofore, and  which  shall  be  preserved  and  used  as  books  of  reference 
only,  in  the  Library  Rooms. 

The  losses  from  stealing  and  mutilation  during  the  year  have  been 
considerable,  and  especially  in  the  Periodical  Department.  The 
sL. mding  reward  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  discovery  of  the  depre- 
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dators  has,  as  yet,  failed  to  bring  them  to  light  Recently,  however, 
the  Librarian  has  paraded  the  reward  upon  each  pamphlet  exhibited 
for  use,  by  means  of  a  large  label,  and  with  good  results.  The  steal- 
ing and  mutilation  are  diminishing  somewhat.  I  would  suggest  the 
propriety  of  your  exercising  the  utmost  vigilance,  in  your  visits  to 
the  Library,  to  observe  if  possible  who  are  the  thieving  visitor-. 

ROOMS. 

Much  might  have  been  done  during  the  past  year  to  add  to  the 
decent  appearance,  if  not  the  COD  f  the  apartments  now  occu- 

pied by  the  Association.     In  view,  lmv.  >f  our  comparatively 

short  continuance  here,  it  was  thought  best  to  expend  as  little  of  our 
means  as  possible,  .md  reserve  our  permanent  improvements  for  our 

own  property.  Before  the  present  lease  shall  have  expired,  we  shall, 
in  all  probability,  be  safely  and  permanently  settled  in  our  new  build- 
ing— under  our  own  vine  and  fig-tree.  And  this  leads  me  to  the 
main  subject  of  present  interest — 

THE    NEW    LIBRARY    BUILDING. 

For  many  reasons,  and  after  much  deliberation,  the  Trustees 
selected  the  present  site,  on  Bush  street,  between  Montgomery  and 
Sansom  streets.  The  price  of  the  lot  was  $50,000,  and  has  all  been 
paid.  The  title  is  perfect,  and  the  property  is  to-day  worth  from 
$5,000  to  $10,000  more  than  was  paid  by  the  Association  for  it. 

The  plans  finally  adopted  for  the  building  were  furnished  by 
Messrs.  Kenitzer  and  Farquharson,  Architects  of  the  highest  stand- 
ing in  this  city,  and  have  already  been  exhibited  to  you.  But  it 
may,  nevertheless,  be  of  interest  to  furnish  a  brief  description  of 
them  : 

The  new  building  will  have  a  frontage  on  the  north  side  of  Bush 
street  of  sixty-eight  feet  nine  inches,  with  a  depth  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  feet  six  inches.  It  will  be  three  stories  in  height, 
with  basement  and  attic. 

The  general  arrangement  contemplates  a  grand  central  entrance 
hall  on  the  ground  floor,  with  wide  staircases  leading  to  the  Library, 


the  Reading  Rooms,  etc.,  on  the  first  floor,  and  to  a  large  Lecture 
Room  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  extending  the  full  height  of  the 
basement  and  ground  story. 

On  the  first  floor  is  placed  the  Library,  the  Reading  Room,  the 
Reference  Library,  the  Ladies'  Reading  Room  and  Parlor,  and 
Trustees'  and  Janitor's  rooms ;  and  on  the  second  floor,  the  Chess 
and  Smoking  Room,  the  Writing  Room,  the  Museum,  the  Store 
Room  for  Periodicals,  etc. 

The  attic  is  arranged  in  suites  of  rooms,  designed  for  offices,  or 
chambers  for  members  of  the  Association. 

There  will  be  two  stores  on  the  ground  floor,  one  on  either  side  of 
the  main  entrance  ;  and  in  the  basement,  under  these  and  the  entrance 
hall,  there  will  be  a  Supper  Room,  Ladies'  and  Gentlemen's  Dressing 
Rooms,  Waiting  Rooms,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  Lecture  Room. 
The  stores  are  each  eighteen  by  fifty  feet. 

The  Library  will  extend  the  full  width  of  the  front  of  the  building  ; 
be  fifty-two  by  sixty-four  feet,  and  twenty  feet  in  clear  height.  The 
(  hess  Room,  placed  immediately  over  the  Library,  will  be  of  the  same 
size,  and  nineteen  feet  high.  The  entrance  hall  will  be  twenty-six 
by  fifty  feet,  and  nineteen  feet  high.  The  Lecture  Room  will  be 
fifty-eight  by  seventy-four  feet,  and  twenty-four  feet  high.  The  stair- 
cases throughout  will  be  broad  and  easy.of  ascent,  and  with  frequent 
landings.  They  are  arranged  nearly  in  the  center  of  the  building, 
and  will  be  lighted  by  a  ceiling  light  twenty  by  forty-five  feet. 

Care  will  be  taken  that  all  parts  of  the  building  shall  be  thoroughly 
ventilated.  The  heating  will  be  by  open  fire-places  ;  but  a  hot  air 
furnace  room,  with  all  the  necessary  flues,  is  provided. 

The  style  of  the  facade  will  be  modern  Italian.  It  will  attain  a 
height  of  sixty-five  feet  to  the  top  of  the  main  cornice,  and  will  be 
crowned  by  a  Mansard  roof  and  iron  cresting. 

It  is  intended  that  the  whole  of  the  first  story  front  shall  be  of 
iron,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  window  dressings,  coins,  strings 
and  pilasters  of  the  rest  of  the  front  ;  the  plain  surfaces  to  be  finished 
in  oil  mastic.  The  interior  finish  will  be  of  white  cedar,  kiln-dried 
and  varnished;  and  the  doors,  stair-finish,  and  book-cases,  of  black 
walnut. 
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Unless  some  unforeseen  accident  should  occur  to  prevent,  the  next 
annual  meeting  will  be  held  beneath  the  roof  of  this  magnificent 
structure. 

The  outgoing  Board  of  the  year  1S66  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
present  Board  a  list  of  persons  who  had  subscribed  for  life  member- 
ships, and  of  donations,  amounting  to  ^20,057,  the  greater  part  of 
which  has  been  collected  and  passed  into  the  Building  Fund.  The 
Treasurer's  Report  shows  in  detail  the  present  condition  of  the 
finances  of  the  Association,  and  that  they  are  in  a  satisfactory  con- 
dition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  December  last,  negotiated  a  loan  of 
$100,000  from  the  Society  Franc; aise  d'Epargnes  et  de  l'n'voy- 
ance  Mutuelle,  upon  the  security  of  the  l"t  and  proposed  building, 
This  amount  to  be  advanced  as  required,  and  to  bear  interest  only 
as  drawn. 

The  amount  thus  borrowed,  together  with  subscriptions,  donations, 
and  life  memberships,  which  may  be  expected, and  arc-  now  progress- 
ing favorably,  will  furnish  abundant  means  to  complete  the  building 
and  place  us  in  it. 

The  income  of  the  property,  at  the  lowest  estimated  rates,  will  i  e 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  a  debt  of  even  sm  00,000,  and  leave 
a  balance  of  $600  or  $700  per  month  as  a  sinking  fund,  which, 
together  with  life  memberships  and  donations,  will  with  sufficient 
rapidity  extinguish  the  principal  of  the  mortgage  debt.

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During  the  year,  Mr.  H.  S.  Homans,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
resigned,  and  Mr.  Thos.  R.  Hayes  was  elected  by  the  Board  or 
Trustees  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created.  • 

In  November  last,  Mr.  Daniel  E.  Webb,  Librarian,  resigned,  and 
left  the  State.  The  Trustees  elected  Mr.  A.  Stebbins,  Librarian,  in 
his  place ;  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Clark  was  appointed  Assistant  Librarian. 
The  Trustees  are  well  satisfied  that  the  change  has  been  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Association  in  every  way.

The  several  publishers  of  newspapers  of  this  city  and  coast  have 
kindly  furnished  us  gratuitously  with  files  of  their  publications. 

The  whole  number  of  members  at  present  belonging  to  this  Asso- 
ciation is  1,798,  of  which  302  are  life  members,  76  honorary  mem- 
bers, and  1,420  subscribing  members. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  apparent  falling  off  in  the  number 
of  subscribing  members.  This  is  merely  the  reactionary  result  of 
the  energetic  election  fever  of  last  year.  By  reason  of  the  emulation 
displayed  there  were  many  individuals  who  became  members  at  the 
expense  of  active  partisanship,  who  never  paid  dues  themselves,  and 
never  had  more  than  a  passing  interest  in  the  Association. 

When  their  first  quarter  had  expired  these  voters  discontinued  their 
connection  with  the  Library,  and  were  virtually  never  working  men 
in  the  institution.  The  only  benefit  conferred  on  the  Association  by 
the  increase  of  members  as  stated,  was  in  the  paying  into  the  treas- 
ury of  some  thousands  of  dollars,  which  came  from  the  generous  dis- 
position of  the  candidates  rather  than  from  the  nominal  members 
who  received  the  consideration  therefor.
